Stockholders In the Armafosa-Bull- 


fro* Mining Company's claims 
are 


feeling very much elated over the re- 
cent discoveries made on their claims 
In the Bullfrog country. A ledge over 
150 feet In width, which gave out but 
little encouragement from outward ap- 
pearances has been found upon assay- 
Ing to give values of nearly $8 In gold 
from the top and a tunnel Is now being 
run to tap this ledge at 100 feet of 
depth. If these values continue with 
this depth, the company hag a fine low 
grade proposition as the claims are 
but half a mile from the Amargosa 
river, where water can be developed In 
abundance and where two mills are 
already contemplated. 


The proximity of the water makes 


the prospects of this group exception- 
ally »ne. 'or the cost of handling the 
ore will be nominal In comparison to 
that of the other claims which are 
from three to six miles from the river.

Chemist Complete* Analysis of Water 


From Washoe Deep Well Company's 
Plant. 


The Washoe Deep Well Water Com- 


pany has completed the work of put- 
ting in the small taps for the purpose 
of supplying the citizens with water 
from their well west of town. Nearly 
200 of the residents of the city are now 
receiving water from the company and 
all are well satisfied with the quality 
of the water and the service of the 
company. 


Superintendent Spenrer has recently 


hnd a chemical test made of the water 
which flows from the well. 
The test 


was mode by an expert chemist and 
his analysis showed that the water is 
98 per cent pure. 


The water Is being taken from a 


defpth of seventy-five feet and 
the 


bottom of the well is 135 feet below 
the natural surface level. 
The well 


has been cased with cement and the 
water flows In a steady stream in re- 
sponse to the working of the pump. 


The new electric pump has not yet 


arrived but Is expected every day. It

be Installed immediately on its arrival.
